Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record (Asano et al., U. S. Patent Application No. 2003/0185236 and Borella, 
U. S. Patent No. 6697354) do not teach nor suggest in detail assigning a second IP 
address to a subscriber device based on a request routed through a first IP network 
from the subscriber device, the second IP address being associated with a second IP 
network and a data packet addressed with both a first IP address and a second IP 
address from a subscriber device without using network address translation and without 
mapping the first IP address to the second IP address. Asano and Borella respectively 
only teach a generic method for translating IP protocols by correlating home address 
with virtual address and a general network address translation for mobile network 
devices. Thus the prior arts of record taking singly or in combination do not teach or 
suggest the above-stated limitations taking wholly or in combination with all the 
elements of each independent claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
